CTF  is  pleased  to  have  awarded  34  grants 
to  community-based  organizations  across 
Massachusetts  for  parenting  support  and 
education  programs.

The  programs  are  developed  by 
each  community  and  vary  widely,  ranging 
from  a  father's  group  in  North  Adams,  to 
adult  literacy  using  parenting  materials  in 
Fall  River,  to  a  Cambodian  mothers' 
group  in  Lowell.

We  would  like  to  thank  each  of  you  who 
called  last  month  to  request  material  on 
school-based  prevention  programs.  We 
have  talked  to  almost  300  parents  who 
want  to  see  Kids  &  Company  available  in 
their  elementary  schools.

National  Survey  Shows 
Effectiveness  of  School-based 
Abuse  Prevention  Programs 

Findings  from  a  major  national 
survey  on  school-based  assault 
prevention  programs  indicate  that 
teaching  children  about  sexual  abuse 
and  other  kinds  of  assault  can  can 
significantly  improve  how  they  cope 
with  real  encounters.  The  study, 
conducted  by  Dr.  David  Finklehoar 
from  the  Family  Research  Laboratory 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
reached  this  conclusion  after 
interviewing  a  nation  sample  of 
2,000  youth  between  the  ages  of  10 
to  16  and  their  parents  in  1992. 

Dr.  Finklehoar  found  that  programs 
that  gave  children  a  chance  to 
practice  their  prevention  skills,  that 
prompted  discussions  between 
children  and  parents,  and  that 
included  information  on  dealing  with 
bullies,  were  more  likely  to  result  in 
children  utilizing  these  skills  when 
faced  with  real  situations.  Children 
who  had  been  exposed  to  more 
comprehensive  prevention  programs: 

I  performed  better  on  a  short  test  of 
knowledge  about  sexual 
victimization. 

I  were  more  likely  to  use  the  self- 
protection  strategies  recommended 
by  prevention  educators  when 
vicitimized  or  threatened. 

I  were  more  likely  to  feel  that  they 
had  been  successful  in  protecting 
themselves  when  victimized  or 
threatened. 

I  were  more  likely  to  disclose  to 
someone  about  the  victimization 
and  victimization  attempts.

I  Children  in  grades  K-6  gain  skills, 
information  and  confidence  to  help 
them  be  less  vulnerable  to  abuse  or 
abduction.

I  Training  for  teachers  is  at  the 
school  site. 

I  The  program  has  a  strong  parent 
component  -  parents  receive  tips 
for  reinforcing  skills  at  home. 

A  key  ingredient  to  the  success  of 
Kids  &  Company  is  the  instruction 
teachers  receive  in  how  to  deliver  the 
curriculum.  The  trainer,  Liz  Tapper, 
an  R.N  with  a  Master's  Degree  in 
Health  Education  is  a  specialist  at  the 
Herbert  Lipton  Center.  Because  of 
her  talent,  teachers  leave  the  day-long 
training  confident  in  their  ability  to 
teach  safety  skills  and  to  respond  to 
issues  of  child  abuse  and  neglect.

The  Cost  of  Abuse: 
A  Barrier  to  Learning 

Child  Maltreatment  and  Academic 
Outcomes,  a  study  done  by  the 
Family  Life  Development  Center  at 
Cornell  University  in  1992,  made 
the  following  conclusions: 

I  The  results  of  the  study 
demonstrate  that  child  abuse  and 
neglect  represent  a  significant  risk 
factor  for  poor  academic 
performance. 

I  The  results  confirm  the  often- 
cited  impression  that  maltreated 
children  are  over-represented 
among  those  students 
experiencing  academic  difficulty. 


One  reason  I  like  the  program 
is  that  it  teaches  children  to  be 
cautious  hut  not  fearful.  They 
learn  simple  rules  they  can 
integrate  into  their  lives. 

The  parent  tips  are  a  real  eye 
opener  -  you  think  you  know  it 
alU  so  it  was  interesting  to  read 
that  most  abductions  are  not 
from  strangers.

I  Educators  are  concerned  with 
removing  barriers  to  learning. 

I  Educators  are  mandated  reporters. 

Fact:  In  1992,  school  personnel  made 
more  reports  of  physical  abuse  that 
were  deemed  serious  enough  to 
investigate  than  any  other  source.

Parenting  Education  and 
Support  Programs: 
Participant  Survey  Findings 

In  FV94,  CTF  funded  parenting 
education  programs  in  34 
communities  throughout  the  state. 
Each  program  asked  participants  to 
evaluate  their  experience  with  the 
group.  The  following  is  a  summary 
of  the  survey  results. 

All  survey  respondents  requested 
either  more  group  meetings  or  longer 
sessions.  They  would  also  highly 
recommend  a  parenting  group  to 
other  parents.  Many  groups  intend  to 
continue  meeting  together  on  their 
own. 

Parents  particularly  enjoyed  meeting 
other  parents  and  learning  that  others 
shared  the  same  issues.  This  was  the 
most  important  part  of  the  program 
for  them.  The  skills  and  knowledge 
that  the  participants  learned  and 
valued  most  were: 

♦  alternatives  to  spanking 

♦  understanding  themselves  better 

♦  understanding  their  child's 
behavior  better  which  led  to 
improved  relations 

♦  listening  and  communicating 
effectively  with  their  children 

♦  dealing  with  anger,  frustration 
and  stress 

♦  learning  that  parents  need  to  care 
for  themselves  and  take  time  out 
sometimes.
